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Research is a solitary and not too much developed field in Astrology. 

Some astrologers see it with suspicion, as if it was something that would demerit the 
Art, since research is seen as a numeric reduction of a much more sophisticated concept. 
Anyway the object of this study is to give more visibility to traditional delineation 
factors not immediately realized in the chart and to offer more quantitative foundations 
given through the study of hundreds of charts compared with more than a million of 
control charts. 

It’s opportune to do an analogy with Music, which, from a certain view, is nothing but a 
measurable physical phenomenon depending on the stretching of a cord of a controlled 
size. 

The musical note that comes to life has two dimensions: one of them is the physical one 
and the other is subtler and is perceived sensitively by the human ear. 

A melody is much more than the physical sum of notes arranged at random: it has an 
order, becoming what we call Music. 

The several melodies are composed from only seven notes but when they are brought 
together they construct infinite combinations. 

The same occurs with the astrological themes: one is not alike the other. 

In music we get dissonant chords and harmonic ones, and in the same way in astrology 
we have harmony or discord between planets and signs. 

It’s possible to measure happiness or sorrow in a melody by measuring the quantity of 
minor or major tones, but even with this resource the melody is more than the sum of 
the tones. 

The astrological chart is the score written in the sky. The astrologer’s job is to be the 
instrument to turn the cold written musical notation into human meaning, like the 
musical instrument turns into music the written symbols. 

In the same way that we as human beings are more than our physical body, Astrology is 
more than the sum of several factors statistically analyzed. 

The astrologer’s art is to read between the geometrical lines of the chart and if he has 
talent he is near the Divine nature of the Cosmos. 

But we don’t have to be afraid of comparing our results with numerical ones. To prove 
our delineation can be a reassuring experience and to bend over the data may open our 
eyes about unseen factors in a chart. 

So, even not being a Cartesian person I believe we don’t need to throw the baby out 
with the bath water. 

To work with a huge database as given by Astrodatabank and the possibility of fast 
calculations due to our powerful computers that spare us of a job that would take a 
life is a resource that we can’t discard. 

I hope that in the end of this article the reader will see the power of numbers and data 
and feel stimulated by the research results.

The research I’m publishing is a little example of something that can be done in large 
scale. 

I have been working with larger experimental groups as well, with different focus than 
this one I’m bringing now, but my intention at this moment is only to demonstrate the 
usefulness of a tool, analyzing some statistical data and comparing the results with the 
traditional delineation. 

For this reason I’ll limit myself to a group not so big trying to achieve some 
conclusions that I hope can be useful to the practical astrologer. 

I’m aware my conclusions in this article are only partial. 

Everybody’s collaboration is important in this special matter, given the fact that 
numbers have their own characteristic and the possibility of unfolding interpretations. 
Like astrological charts, numbers give room to more than one explanation. 


Experimental Group 


I chose to work with young people deceased before completing 29 years as consequence 
of an accident. 

The suicides were discarded, as well as the victims of homicide or disease. Only 
accidental deaths were allowed. 

Between these cases I found out a large amount of car accidents, but there were other 
cases, which resulted in death because of mistakes or oblivion. As an example we have 
a girl who got shot because the murderer took her for her sister. Other 
accidents occurred due to misplaced medicines or drugs: in one word, fatalities. 

In the group we have the case of a five-month-old girl forgotten by her father in the rear 
seat of the car. In the afternoon the father came to pick the daughter up in the 
kindergarten but the staff told him that the girl wasn’t brought to school that day. He 
realized the tragedy: he had forgotten the child in the car and she came to die of 
dehydration. 

This study demanded hard work and dedication but the results were really worthy. I 
have to warn the reader, though, to remember one important rule: do not go too far 

using these because some deadly accident took away their life. 

The parameters I worked with were: 

1- A group which birth data corresponded to rate B or superior according to R.R. 

2- The experimental group had 92 cases and the control group was of 920 cases, 
chosen by fishing technique. 

3- I used only the traditional planets and the traditional rulers. The house division 
was according to Alchabitius. 

In this study I took into account the statistical value of: 


1- Planets in signs 


2- -Dispositor of the planets in the signs 

3 Houses occupied by the ASC, MC and the other house rulers 

4 The statistical frequency found in Cardinal, Fixed and Mutable signs 

5 The frequency of the 4 Elements 

6 The frequency of the positive/masculine signs (air and fire) in proportion with 
the frequency found in the negative/feminine signs ( water and earth) 


To clarify reasoning and the visualization of the results I transformed the information 
rows given by the software into Tables. 

We will begin now with the first one: 
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- = menor incidencia/less incidence 
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We can see here interesting facts: 

If we look to the sum in the right column we see that minor percentages, negative 
numbers mean less probability of accidental death in the group, according to the planet: 
there are more protective and less protective planets. This is the only reason I 
calculated the sum: to allow them to work as a red light. The real important thing is the 
percentages inside each box that will show the risk or protective factor of each planet in 
each sign. 



























Immediately we can see that the luminaries and in the first place the Moon is the biggest 
protective planet. In second place comes the Sun 1[11 and in third place Venus. The less 
protective are the malefics: Mars and Saturn. 

The Ascendant doesn’t have too much protective strength. However we see that Aries is 
the most dangerous sign to have in the ASC. 

The shy Virgo is more cautious, so if it rises it’s better for the native of this group 
(again, remember that this can be different and as a matter of fact it is in another age 
group that I studied) 

In a general manner the fixed signs are practically immune to accidents before 29 years 
old, mainly Taurus, followed by Aquarius. The fixed signs do not like changes and 
experimentation, and this characteristic must be the protective reason. 

Following the fonner ones and before the fixed Scorpio we have Sagittarius, that even 
being a fire sign and subject to impulses, is ruled by the bigger benefic: Jupiter. 

According to the Sun’s position, as its elemental nature is dry and hot, it causes 
accidents when in opposite elements, namely Pisces that is cold and wet. When the Sun 
is in Pisces occur the major number of fatal accidents. In Sagittarius, a fire sign, the Sun 
acts protectively, because the elemental nature is the same. 

Taurus, though, an earth sign is an exception, maybe due to the fixity of Taurus and to 
the fact that the sign is ruled by a benefic. The fact is that in this sign the Sun has less 
possibility to harm. 


In respect to the Moon, the planet that gives high rate of protection, in this aspect it’s 
similar to the Sun: in its own element it gives high protection rate, which occurs in 
Pisces, a wet, cold and feminine sign. If the nocturnal luminar falls in the sign of Pisces 
the native will have 300% less chance of suffering a fatal accident before 29 years old.. 

Besides the element we can also verify that Pisces has Jupiter as ruler and Venus as 
exaltation ruler, and that both benefics must have some importance in this case. 
Anyway, as the reader will soon see, the more important thing here is the element, not 
the rulership. 

Very curious is the fact that Libra, an airy and masculine sign, has the highest rate of 
protection coming from the Moon when placed in it! The Moon in Libra gives -375% 
less chance for a native with this configuration of having a fatal accident before 29 
years of age. 

Like the Sun that benefits Taurus, it seems that the fact that Libra is ruled by a benefic 
must have some importance. 

It’s a sensible thought to remember that one of the characteristics of the Moon in Libra 
is to avoid destabilizing actions affecting the emotions and this aspect may suggest less 
exposition to danger in general. 


Now we face a kind of controversial thing: Observing that the Moon has high negative 
percentage in Aquarius and remembering how much Libra is protected when the Moon

is in this sign we realized that the Air element is important to avoid fatal accidents in 
this age group. 

How can we explain it? My first hypothesis is that the element Air is linked with the 
ideas and maybe ideas are not so dangerous as actions, but I’m afraid we have to raise 
the hypothesis that Saturn will give some protection as well, since Saturn rules both 
signs. Libra is its exaltation house and Aquarius his diurnal rulership house. It’s a thing 
to be discussed. 

We know how much Saturn can afflict the Moon. But in some way maybe their energy 
can work well together. 


The next degree of protection from the Moon’s position is when it’s in Scorpio. This 
position can be negative for other issues but in this specific study it works fine. Here we 
see clearly the elemental factor acting, as we saw in Pisces. 

Really, if the Moon refers to the emotions we can imagine that young people more 
connected with the internal world than with the external one, are less inclined to actions 
or external expositions. 



Now we will see another Table that refers to the importance of the planet’s dispositors 
in the twelve signs: 
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We can check that not only the Moon has a lot of power protecting the native, but also 
the position of its dispositor is of huge importance. 

If the Moon in Pisces is protective, the opposite occurs when the dispositor of the 
nocturnal luminarie falls in Pisces! Pisces is not a good sign to have the dispositor of the 
12th house, maybe because the elemental link was lost in this case. 

The chance of being caught by a fatal accident is almost zero if the Moon’s dispositor 
will be in Taurus, Aquarius, Leo or Scorpio, chiefly in the first two signs. Once again 
we see the protective factor of the fixed signs. 

The Sun’s dispositor favors enormously the native who has it in Scorpio or Cancer, 
water signs, respectively fixed and cardinal. 

We saw that the dispositor of the nocturnal luminaire being in the house of the other 
luminaire, the Sun, seems to be a good thing, which explains the protection of the Moon 
in Leo. In the same way the position of the Sun, the diurnal luminarie, in the house of 
the nocturnal one, Cancer, is benefic in the studied group. 

The dispositor of the Sun being in Scorpio is good as well, and we invoke again the 
fixity as a kind of shield. 

Next we have several scores without anything in common. 

Despite the fact that Taurus is favored if the Sun’s dispositor is in this sign, and we can 
explain this due to the fixity of Taurus and to the fact that the benefic Venus rules it, the 
same doesn’t take place when the Sun’s dispositor is in Leo, the sign of the Sun! 

The Sun's dispositor doesn’t bode well in Virgo, Libra, Sagittarius, Capricorn and 
Aquarius. 

If the Sun or its dispositor will be in Gemini or in Air we have negative percentages of 
fatal accidents. 

Venus’s dispositor acts positively in Sagittarius. 

Mars’s dispositor is good when in Aquarius, and Saturn’s dispositor when in Cancer 
and Taurus, reducing enough the percentage of accidental deaths. 

On the contrary, if Saturn’s dispositor will be in Leo it increases the possibility of fatal 
accidents. 



Our next step is to look at the position of the rulers of the houses in the signs, and the 
following Table will show the results: 
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We can see that it doesn’t matter very much where the ASC ruler is or even where is 
the ruler of the 7th house, comparing with the impressive results of the 12th house ruler. 

The last position is critical to protect against fatal accidents in this age group. 

That result is coherent with the fact that the 12 th house represents the hidden enemies 
and things that happen to us without the consciousness being able to avoid them: we are 
unarmed against the 12 th house and its meanings. 

Now we can be aware of how much damage has people with the 12th house ruler in 
Pisces! 

As a matter of fact the best places to have the 12th house ruler is in Cancer, Taurus and 
Scorpio, followed by Capricorn and Aquarius. 

What do these signs have in common? Cancer, Scorpio and Capricorn are feminine 
signs, i.e., instead of acting in the world, they react to the world. They are centrifugal 
and not centripetal as the masculine signs. 

Maybe we have something new here: it seems that to have the ruler of the 12 th house in 
a sign that acts can generate some unconscious attitudes which originate or give 
continuity to mortal accidents. 

As for Aquarius, a good place for the ruler of the 12 th house, we will use again the fixity 
of the sign to explain the protection. 
































Now we will see a last Table referring to Modes and Elements percentage in fatal 
accidents before age 29: 
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In this Table the reader will see a kind of a summary of the preliminary investigation. 

The signs of cardinal mode are more subject to that kind of accidents; in second place 
the mutable signs. The more protected are the fixed ones. 

As for the elements the water signs are far away the less protected of all. They have the 
biggest fatal accidents score. 

The probability in the others elements is low. 

On the other hand, the positive signs, i.e. the masculine ones are more protected than the 
feminine ones. 
























Summary: 


How can we use these numbers in practical delineation and prediction? 

My suggestion is that generalizations must be avoided. We must remember first of all to 
use all the Tables because some of them give different numbers than the other. For 
example, some native can have a big score referring to a planet position but this 
infonnation can be compensated by another one, which can be bellow the average score. 


If a young man has the Moon’s dispositor in Pisces we can’t put him on guard 
immediately fearing an accidental death before looking if he has, for example, the Sun 
in Taurus or Gemini, or even the ruler of the 12 th in Capricorn, which work as 
extenuating factors. 


Now let’s work with a real chart of one of my clients: 




Some years ago, at 21 years old, this young man was involved in a car crash and got 
seriously injured. Two cervical vertebrae were dislocated and he had his neck put in 
plaster for a year. He could have died, but he survived and now he is enjoying good 
health. 


Let’s imagine that this man was our client as a teenager asking for advice about his 
future. Could we predict through the nativity chart his inclination to get accidentally 
injured? And if the answer was “ yes “, would we have been able to predict if the 
accident would be fatal or not? 











First I’ll try a traditional delineation to answer the first question. 


Looking closely to the chart in a traditional way I would say yes, the native was inclined 
to have an accidental car crash that might be fatal, due to : 

1- The ASC ruler is Saturn that is in Cancer and by whole signs it is opposing the ASC, 
Capricorn. 

2- The Sun is in the 4th house, the house of the end of the life, and the Sun rules the 8th 
house, the house of death. 

It’s true that the Sun is exalted and angular, but it is receiving a square from Saturn, a 
malefic in bad celestial shape, with a high potential to act. Saturn is the ASC ruler and 
receives the Sun by fall. So, it’s a disastrous square. 

Saturn also rules Mars, the Sun’s dispositor. 

3- The Pars Fortuna is in Aries, conjunct Mercury, in the commuting house, the 3 rd , and 
Mars is in Aquarius disposing both, so the final dispositor of all of them is the nasty 
Saturn. 
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4- Now, the 8th house of the Pars Fortuna is called by Vettius Valens" the place of death. 
In the present case, this place of death is in Scorpio, ruled by Mars. According to 
Vettius Valens and Bonatti 2 3 (in his 125 th Consideration) Mars destroys Mars, since 
Scorpio is the 8 th house of Aries. For the same reason Mercury destroys Mars, since 
Gemini is the 8 th house from Scorpio. 

So, Mercury, Mars’s destroyer, is in the sign of Mars, disposed by it’s own destroyer. 

5- The Moon is in the first house, the life’s house, ruled by Saturn in Cancer in the 
6 th /7th house, both dangerous houses for life. Saturn is in aversion to the Moon, and the 
aversion in this case is not bad. 


6-Jupiter is in the 3rd house, but angular by whole signs, and the Moon is applying to it 
by a sextile aspect. But Jupiter is under the Sun'n beams and is the 12th house ruler. 
Besides this, using derivated houses, the 8th house of Leo (the natal 8 th ) falls in Pisces, 
the commuting house, ruled by Jupiter (that by dynamical houses is in the 3 rd ). 

On the positive side Venus is in its own sign, Taurus. It’s a privileged position, of 
course, but Venus is in the 5th house and rules the 10th, places that do not have any 
direct relation with life. Using whole signs Venus and Moon are in square and Venus 
receives the Moon by exaltation, but the aspect is not in moiety. On the other 
hand though, Saturn observes Venus, but Venus is in a superior position. 


My own conclusions about the chart would be that yes, the native was inclined to get 
hurt by potentially fatal accidents.

To know if he would die because of this kind of event in his youth requires more 
investigation, namely the study of the chart according with the promises of longevity. In 
other words we will have to find the Hyleg , the giver of life, and the Alchocodem, the 
giver of years. 

Being a nocturnal nativity, according with Ptolemy and Bonatti, we must look at the 
Moon. The Moon is indeed in a hylegiacal place, the first house. Secondly, the Moon is 
aspected by Jupiter. Jupiter has dignity of triplicity in the sign of the Moon, so the 
Moon can be chosen as Hyleg and Jupiter as the Alchocodem. 

Following the protocols given by Robert Zoller in his DMA Full Course, 4 the 
Alchocodem give it’s major years in some cases. One of them is when it has dignity in 
the sign it is in. 

In the present case Jupiter has dignity of triplicity and bound in Aries. So Jupiter 
promises it’s major years: 79 years. 

We will not add or subtract years, since the aspects Jupiter makes with the Moon and 
the Sun are not able to do so and I explain why. In fact the Sun has enough dignity in 
Aries, but it's relation with Jupiter is no good: Jupiter, as Alchocodem, is under the 
Sun's beams. Since Jupiter has dignities in the Sun’s sign and the Sun is removing 
himself from it I preferred not adding or subtracting anything from the years given by 
Jupiter due to it’s proximity to the Sun. 

In the same way the Moon, which is a fortune, has nothing to offer to Jupiter. So we 
will remain with the original amount of years: 79. 


The years given by the Alchocodem work as a red light: it’s not an absolute indication 
of the length of the life, but the astrologer must pay attention to any threats appearing in 
the firdars, profections, Solar Revolutions and directions five years before and five 
years after the given years. Acting in this way the astrologer will reach a fine-tuning to 
find the native’s length of life. 

Considering the facts above, the traditional astrologer would say that the death in young 
age was not expected for the native. 

Now, let’s take a look at the statistics to see if they confirm our prediction or not, or 
even if they have something else to point out. 

Here we have the Tables for this specific case:

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We can see that the factors with “ —” before the number are much more impressive in 
quantity than those with the “ +” sign. 

The fact that the ruler of the 4th is in Aquarius, Jupiter’s dispositor is in Aquarius, as 
well and the Moon is in the same sign , are the bigger factors disposing the case out of 
the risky population. 

Besides this, Venus position in Taurus has much more strength that we imagined. 
People with this position have -340% of chance of fatal accidents before age 29. 

In the same way it’s very important, as a protective factor, the fixity and airy 
characteristic of Aquarius. Fixed signs have very low probability of dying due to fatal 
accidents before the age of 29 and element Air is protected as well. 

This is the result of the study of 92 astrological charts of natives that died in this way, 
compared with 920 persons in the control group. 

We can see that a methodical analysis of the chart in the traditional way will give a 
similar result, but the statistical study can give us other factors to take into account 
when analyzing young people’s charts: if the astrologer is confronted with a large 
amount of planets in fixed signs, airy signs, and if Venus is in Taurus he can put aside 
the possibility of a fatal accident before age 29.
